LISBON, Feb. 2.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Her Majesty, Amelie, Queen 
of Portugal, is the eldest child of 
the late Comte de Paris, and the elder 
sister of the Duc d’Orieans. She was 


part in England, though she spent a 
short time every year in France and 
Spain with the relations of her 
and mother. 

Prior to her marriage to King Carlos, 
she was looked upon in many respects 
as an English princess as, after her 
father’s banishment from France, she 
spent a great part of her time with 
her parents in England. She was the 
favorite grandchild of her maternal 
grandmother, the late Duchess de Mon- 
pensier, the younger sister of the ex- 
Queen Isabella of Spain. It was 
through the Duchess that a marriage 
was arranged between King Carlos and 
Queen Amelie. 

When King Carlos was 22 years of 
age he made a visit to the court of 
England that decided not only his fate, 
but shat of Princess Amelie. He fell 
in love with the latter at first sight, it 
is said, and his suit was aided by his 
aunt, Queen Victoria of England. 

At the time of her betrothal Princess 
Amelie was 20 years of age, and a re- 
markably handsome girl, with a slight, 
graceful figure, and.great powers of 
fascination. The marriage took place 
at Lisbon, May 22, 1886, with great re- 
joicings, and the royal pair settled 
down to a quiet life in Portugal, di- 
versified by visits to France, Spain 
and England. 

In 1887, Crown Prince Louis Philippe 
was born, and November 16, 1889, a 
second son came.

White and trembling, the King 
watched the noiseless, resistiess fingers 
as they wrote what he secretly knew 
to be some message of doom. It is thus 
that conscience. the very hand of 
God, emblazons the walls of life. 

God always interposes just when evil 
and hell are on the point of triumph. 
It was so at the Red Sea, the resur- 
rection of Jesus, the Reformation of 
the sixteenth century. and the aboli- 
tion ef slavery: man's extremity is 
still God's opportunity. When 
seems forsaken and the ungodly are 
about to conquer, the unseen power of 
God becomes manifest, and the right- 
eous come to their own. God crowns 
every Daniel, clothes him with scar- 
let and prociaims him victor. There is 

a hell in every human heart. When 
God uncovers it we smell the brim- 
stone and see the devouring fire. Every 
man must meet the handwriting on the 
wall, ‘Mene’ numbered—God hath num- 
bered thy kingdom and brought it to 
an end. Tekel,“ thou are weighed in 
the balance found wanting.’ God 
weighs us every day against our abil- 
ity, opportunity, promise and power. 
Life’s accounts must be checked up. 
The Christless and Godless always kick 
the beam. Upharsin,“ divided or re- 
moved. Thy kingdom is divided and 
given to the Medes and Persians. Bei- 
schagzar had reached the limit; the 
bells of judgment rang. and he was 
‘checked out’ forever. How swift the 
retribution! How sudden the destruc- 
tion! “Suddenly destroyed, and with- 
out remedy.’ ‘In that night Belschaz- 


zar was slain.“ 

“No man knows when he crosses 
the invisible line. but there is a point 
beyond which conscience hardens, 
character crystalizes. evil becomes as- 
cendant: the bell rings, the sinner feels 
that he has rejected his last appeal, 
has driven the Spirit away, and has 
sold himself to the devil. That is 
hell.“ 


The Ancestral Heritage. 

Heredity and its potent influence in 

moulding lite and character were the 

key notes of Rev. Frank De Witt Tal- 
mages sermon at the First Presby- 
terlan Church yesterday. He also 
pointed out what, in his opinion, is the 
only way in which an evil inheritance 
from one’s ancestors may be overcome. 
His text was “Whose son art thou, 
thou young man!” In the course of 
his sermon he said: 

„It you were to ask the average 
American ‘would you like to live in 
Europe?” in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred, he would answer, ‘No, em- 
phatically, no.“ Europe is not the place 
for a poor man, or for the son of a 
poor man, but only for the Aristocrat. 
If a man has not had a father and a 
grandfather and a great-grandfather 
belonging to the nobility, he has but 
little chance of social recognition. 
There the question which man asks 
man is not ‘who are you?’ or ‘what 
have you done?’ or ‘what do you 
know? but ‘who was your father,’ 
Who was your mother?’ People across 
the seas seem to think more about the 
cradle in which you were rocked as a 
baby, than about the schools in which 
you have studied and the business 
house in which you have worked. 

“You say this absurdity of reverence 
for blood is never more demonstrated 
than in the unhappiness of some of 
our internationa) merriages. Many 
the poverty-stricken titled families 
Europe want the American ducats. 
itching after the 
American gold. But when the Dukes 
and the Earis and the Marquises woo 
America’s fairest daughters and take 
them to their dingy ancestral halis, the 
titled mothers-in-law and sisters-in-law 
and cousins-in-law, patronize and 
, slight the foreign interloper. Though 
their wedding robes may be made out 
of pearls and their dowries be as big 
as the opened chest of a Monte Christo, 
yet because their blood is not “blue,” 
| the old. families will have as little as 
| possible to do with the American 
| brides. Oh, the absurdity of cringing 
| before blood. Oh, the ridiculousness of 
making & passport for social success 
out of the mildewed epitaphs of an- 
. whose bodies turned to dust 
one century, two centuries, or even 
| four or five centuries ago. 

“Yes, it is absurd to worship at the 

graves of ancestors, as do some of the 
titled families of Europe. When in 
January, 1750, the ancestral bones of 
the Hohenzollerns were being moved 
into the new crypts of the great cathe- 
dral where they now sleep, Frederick 
the Great, who had a deep reverence 
for his grandfather, Frederick William, 
the Great Elector, had his ancestor's 
coffin opened. Then he looked with 
adoration upon the face of the dead. 
He patted the hands mouldering into 
dust, as he turned to his courtiers and 
said: ‘Ah, gentlemen, these are the 
hands which did the great works! 
These are the sacred hands! So some 
people reverence their dead ancestors, 
and never cease to hold high their 
heads im pride of what their great- 
grandfathers did, though their own 
hands have never doné anything re- 
markable, and though they have been 
all their lives mere parasites, depend- 
ing on others for their support and ad- 
vancement. . 

“But though Europe may err in too 
much reverence for the dead, I belle ve 
Americans err just as much on the 
other side, when they pretend to de- 
spise the sources from which their 

mily blood is derived. The sins of 

e fathers are visited upon the chil- 
pad even unto the third and fourth 
generations. By the same law of heri- 
tage, the virtues of the parents are 
also transmitted through the blood. I 
want you this morning to analyze your 
blood in the Gospel laboratories. I 
would put your eye to the Gospel m- 
croscope and invite you to examine 
your ancestral corpuscles. I want you 
to find your limitations physically, 
mentally, morally and spiritually. 
And as some of us learn how natrow 
our may be, on account of our 
family blood, I would also have some 
of us learn how great our opportunt- 
ties of life are, on account of father 
and mother and grandparents and 
great-grandparents, whose qualities we 
inherit. 

“I would have you do this for your 
own sake and for the sake of your chil- 
dren. Thece evil propensities may be 
checked. These evil tendencies may 
be controlled. When you learn, from 
your self-examination, and from your 
knowledge of your ancestors, what 
your dangers are, d know where to 
station your guard, and what tempta- 
tions you must avold. You may over- 
come your inherited taint.
